Designing a font should be within 
everyone's grasp th^nitj to the 
Workbenth Extras diik which every 
Amiga owner should have hidden away 
in the back of a long-rorgaltt^n disk 
box. If you boot the disk you'll find a 
utility entilled FED which funniiiy 
enough itands for Font Editor. With the 
aid of tihr:s handy littk utility you 
shouldn't have any probJem creating 
your ver^ own d«iigner font 

If the prospect of creating a com- 
plete character set fills you with mere 
apprehension .than any amount of 
Icons, don't despair - It's perfectly 
acceptable to l(^d a standard Amiga 
font ar>d modify it to your own design, 
but rem^mbef - the more original the 
design., the more likely it is to win. 

An important point is to fmake sure 
yqu create a full character set, not just 
the letters - a camplet'e range of 
nun^cal char^ters is required as well 
as all the essential quotation marks, 
comfnas, colons and so on.

Producing the goods 

Designing your icons is simplicity itself 

and can be don« either with one of the 
many icon creation utilities that lurk 
within the public domain or by employ- 
ing t}paint to produce suitable brushes 
which can then be transformed into 
icons for use with the appropriate infor- 
mation tyoKes. 

The advantage of using icon creating 
utilities such as IconMaster and icon 
Magic is the addition of the F'attern Fill 
option which eflectively gives you four 
extra paint effects to adid to the original 
four colouri of the Workbench screen. 

This is done by aternating cofouri in 
a fill function to give a fine mesh effect 
which Can be applied to any filled area 
within an icon. 

When these e^tra pattern effects are 
applied to the secondary image of a 
twin picture icon, its animated effect 
can be greatly enhanced thanks to the 
AiTiiga's familiar double clic^(in9 pra-

If we assume that you're 
equipped with either a copy 
of [>paint or a suitable util 
ity, the next job is to ere 
ate your icons. With an 
Icon editor all that's 
required is an idea and 
you're off. 

For Dpaint fans things 
are a little more complex 
First you must specify the 
con'ect resolution which has 
to be medium-res, and inl 
order to save confusion later 
on the available coJours 
should also be set, to eight. 

When the design stage of 
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>- yojr project finally geti under way, 
remember to keep yOuf icons to rea- 
sonable proportions in relation tO' the 
strewn. If you^ne fsnuliar with The Chaft 

Show, as Vm sjre jww are, ytij'll have a 
good Idea of what's required, 

If you're one of our many European 
and American readen or even those fur- 
ther afield this translates to about the 
size of a postage stamp fof each of Ihe 

Thii size restriction applies to both 
the first and second stage of the icon so 
don'l let you imagination run too wild 
ai far as size is concerned - after aH, the 
viewers still want to get a look at the 
artists, not just the icons and - of 
course - the juicy details they reveal.

\ am now in "Edit 2" of "Wiseman", 
wfKre The Chart Show's producer Phil 
Davey Is just putting the finishing 
touches to part one of tomorrow's 
show. 

Go with the flow 

The Chart Show is enjoyed every week 

by over two and a half million viewHti, 
so it's Important that every cut and link 
is just right. If an editor has done his 
job properfy, you won't fc>e aware of the 
joins. A good programme should flow. 
This is especially true of The Chart 
Show, where there ire no presenters to 
take up slack or fill in gaps. Every single 
video is linked by graphics sequences. 
Some wipej some fade, some mix but 
they iW bind the programme together. 

It takes a complete working day to 
get one Chart Show down on tape. 
This might seem a long tirrte for around 
SO minutes of television, but by most 
recognised standards it is positively 
speedy. The programme uses a whole 
range of lechnoiogies and techniques 
to achieved Its high-tech look and feel.

tors or flashing lights though. At the 
end of the control desk sits the comput- 
erised star of the show, A lone Amiga 
20OO complete with external drive is 
responsible for the generation and dis- 
play of The Chart Show's icons and 
infonnatlon boxes. 

The Chart Show uses a custom piece 
of software which allows an operator to 
input the Information you seen in the 
dialogue bones and then decide whkh 
icon will display it. The system is by no 
means as ornate as it could be, lase of 
use has taken priority over features, 
but that's only sensiWe considering the 
fast moving environment within which 
it Is being employed. 

Compare the cost of the Amiga with 
the rest of Wiseman's kit in "Edit 2" and 
the hunnble 20DQ is aJmost disposable. 
However the graphics input our trusty 
machine provides to The Chart Show 
has prtwen it invaluable. 

Those Amiga Icons have become The 
Chart Show's hallmark, just as the 
Amiga is starting to become the hall- 
mark of quality video work with the 
onset of 24-bit paint systems and 
Amiga contraiied editors.

Ainor Software 
have been kind efnough to retesse a 
demo veriton wtiich actoally javes smalt 
databases of up to twenty rwprds, s& 
you can.'t afford to miss this oppflrtu- 
nity to mak* the most of it* 

If you alTieady owr an earlier release 
of Prodata, skip thes« pagei arid dive 
straight into the program. The support 
material in these pages Is itrittty for 
those wtio've never used the program, 
and especially those who wouldn't 
krraw a database from a tm of sardines. 
Right, first things first! Grasping the 
key fimily between thumb and forefin- 
ger, twist gently until the tin is open, 
being careful nol to spill any of the veg- 
etabte oil, as this car make a real mes^ 
of your Amiga keyb&ard. See what I 
mean? How many njf you wefe examin- 
ing the disk for a key? None of you? Oh. 

The program 

Don't worry if you're a database begin- 
ner - at its most Iwsic level, Prodata is 
an absolute doddle. Once you get ycur 
ihead round the jargon, you'll be creat- 
ing your o^wn databases with gaiy aban- 
don. 

To launch the pregram, double dick 
on the coverdisk's icon. Double clicking 
on the prodata program icon, will load 
an. ififoimation screen from wtikh you 
can press any key to start Prodata. 
Atef natively, you can launch the pro- 
gram from the Shortcut menu at the 
top of your coverdisk Workbench 
screen. Don't at this stage press Return 



for the list of files as the screen sug- 
gests. There aren't any on ttie disk, so 

our first [Ob will be to create one. Be 
warned: There's not much free space 
on the disk, so to save a decent sized 
database you may need to copy 
Prodata or delete, say, the machine 
code drawer (always ensure you're 
using a backupl). Hold down the right 
mouse button and select Create New 
Database from the "file" menu on the 
e!ttrtn>e left of the menu bar. 

Vou will now be asked to type in the 
name of t^e new database. Call it 
"coverdisks" and press Return. Two 
more questions on the general nature 
ot the database will be put to you , 

In answer to the first question, which 
asks if your database will allow duplicate 
entries in the \ftdef, field, tj'pe V. If you 
were to answer l^io to thb question, the 
database wouldn't allow two necords to 
have the same entry in the field it uses ai 
the default inde3( (field 1). just press 
Return in answer to the second question. 
Fifteen characters is plenty for the labels 
we'll be giving to fields. 

You should now be asked to type in 
the name of your first data field. The 
brackets to the left of the cursor indi- 
cate the field's parameter^, but all you 
need know about them for the pur- 
poses of this tutorial is that the default 
field is a te*t string (hence the S) with a 
maximum length of fifty characters. 

Our database will have four fi«lds in 
each record, whkh you sfvould name in 
the following order: "Program/File", 
'Disk No.", Type of PrograrnVFilie", and 
"Comments", As you type each one and 
press Return, you will be asked if you 
want your input checked to see if it is 
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the conrect type for the field. Answer N 
to eich question until you have the 
four fields named, press Return after the 
fourth, then Esc. 



Data entry 



Once the database form has been saved

there are several ways you can 
ensure this, 

Because of the nature of memofy 
chips, a warm reb&ot (holding 
down CTRL-Amlg*-Amiqa> will not 
fluih their contents, This meani 
that If you play a FD demo or a 
game, then carry out a warm 
reboot, the samples; used In the 
game's or demo's music will usually 
be preserved in memory- 
Hunter can take advantage of 




the situation fae^iause it enables yo« 
to "playback" the contents of your 
computer's chip memory - where 
all samples are stored - until from 
among the Kissing, crackling: noJsei 
you hear a sample you'd like to 
keep. Once the sample has been 
found, you can Jsotftte It using 
Hunter' i Length and Start buttons 
jntll yoL tiave determined its e*aet 
location, then save It to disk.

The warm reboot method is the 
only way to rip samples from Inac- 
cessible software such as games or 
PD demo I, but there are other 
ways of Urtdlng samples. Hunter III 
can load any sample, module, or 
tune into memory using its Load 
facility^ then trawl through mem- 



ory In the same way as before. 
Hunter III offers several improve- 
ments over Hunter H The most 
usetu( from an Amos user's point 
of view Is the fadlity to load Amos 
sample banks for esamlnation, or 
to save samples as an Amos l>ank 
ready for use in Amos programs. 

This facility makes Hunter the 
only chc(i;ce of sample ripper for

The second major extra Is 
Hunter ill's ability to load 
Power?acker data files, uncrunch 
them, and search them for sam- 
pies.

PicSaver is a utility for saving screens 
or parts ot screens as IFF files for later 
use in DPaiU't or any other Amiga aft 
package.

To run PicSaver, eithef dick on its 
icon, or run it from CQ by typing 

The program will automatically 
detach itself from the CLl to run in 

the background. 

Three way split 

In use, PicSaver offers three ways to 
save screens or parts of screens. All 
three involve holding down the left 
Ait-Shifl-Ctri keys at the same time. 
To save a full screen, hold down Alt- 



Shift-Ctrl and the S key and the 
presently active screen will be saved 
once you've typed its name and save 
path into the file requester. 

To save a window on its own, 
ensure that the desired window is 
active by clicking In it, then hold 
down Alt-Shift-Ctri-W to bring up 
another save requester. 

The third method involves holding 
down Alt-Shift-Clirl with no other 
keys. A cross-hair will then appear oti 
your mouse arrow, which you can use 
to cut out a portion of the screen in 
exattly the same way you'd cut out a 
brush in OPaint, Click with the left 
mouse button and drag the cross- 
hairs until you've outlined the target 
area, then release the button and 
type your path and filename into the 
requester as nonnai.

At this 
stage, ydu have the option to display, 
igrtore, or remove the virus. 

Displaying the boot block will give

you a chance to gaze at a load of 
machine code which sometimes con- 
tains Asci'i teJ<t ftiom the coders of the 
virus. This can be of help of you'ie try- 
ing to decide whether i dodgy boot 
block is a virus or simply a custom 
block. 

ir the boot code displayed by Vinjs 
Checker includes a stupid message 
from the dork who wrote the virus, you 
can rest assured of i;ts identity. 
Otherwise, the display function is just a 
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handy aid to rxisy 'people like you and 
me. If the boot block is a new or 
unknown factor, a fourth option 
appears enabling a "learning^ lunction. 
This adds the boot block to Virus 
Checker's "brain file", a sort of ID 
parade for boot blocks. Once a boot 
block is added to the brain file, Virus 
Checker will tease to alert you to its 
presence, saving loads of hassle if you 
have a lot of PD disks with message- 
style boot blocks.

will probably Find that high resolution 
screeni are essential, and you have to 
find a way to reduM the fliclcer. 

There are several wayj in which you 
can reduce the flicker on a television ar 
standard monitor, such ai the Philips 
CM8a33 Of the Cpmmodore 1084, Yoj 
can reduce the brightriesi level on the 
monitor, c hankie the colajrs, buy an 
anti-g(afe screen filter qr ewen wear 
sun-^lasses. None of thes* methods will 
completely remove the fliicker - Ihey 
WitI ju$t cut the levels down. 

Oe-inteHacers 

If you have decided once and for nM 
that the flicker rnust go no matter what 
the coit is, then you have only one 
option - buy a nruiti^ync rnonitor, 
Depending on what machine you are 
using you will probably need to buy a 
de-interiacer card as well. Thij conve-rts 
the video output from ttve Amiga into a 
stable non-interlaeid output that the 
muitisync can display. 

If you own an Amiga SOO there is 
only one de-interlacer currently avail- 
able lor you - the ICD Flicker Free 
Video board. This board plugs inside 
your Amiga 5M invalidating ycujf war- 
ranty, and will prcibsbly not fit if you 
have accelerators or other internal hard- 
ware added- Once installed, a ribbon 
cable with a 9-pin monitor connector 
hangs out of the back of your m'achine. 
To this you can attach s multisync 
monitor,

video slot with a 9-pin monitor output. 
Most modern multiiynci have 15-pm 
outpuli rather than 9-pin, so you may 
need an adaptor to plug your monitor 
in. 

Like the ICD board, it does not han- 
dle low or medium resolution very well, 
tleaving you to either run two monitors 
or wire up a cable allowing you to 
switch between the Flicker Fi«er and 
the standard 23-way output. The 
Microway card, unfiite the ICD and 
Commodore card, is not compatible 
with the new ECS screen modes- 

The Commodore A23ZO card uses 



the same de^nterface circuitry that is 
found in the Amiga 30O0 which unlil^e 
the Microway and the iCD products, is 
intelligent. It will de-interlace all high 
resolution and interlace screens, but 
will double-Mian low and medium reso- 
lutions screens. 

This means that not only is the 
image free from blurring, but the thin 
hlacl< scanlines found on ordinaiy mon- 
itor have been removed. The result il a 
clean and sharp image, although it 
doei make low resolution in particular 
seem rather blocky. It is certainly tjetter 
than having to put up with two moni- 
tors qr a switch bOK, 

Switched off 

if yoy don't like the blocky low res or 
for some bizarre reason you want to 
return to the llickeiy intedace, there is a 
disable switth on the card which will 
give you a standard Amiga image. 

The Amiga JOiDO does not need a 
de-interlacer, for it has an excellent 
de-interiacer built in to the machine, 
Any standard multisync monitor, 
including those listed below, will give a 
stable image in hi rei. 

There are a wide variety of multisync 
and similar monitors available which 
will work with the Amiga, Some of 
them will only work with the 
flicker-iiKer installed and active, others 
will also wort with the standard Amiga 
output, or with the 
Comimodore A2320 card in 
fall back mode. For PAL 
machines the monitor 
must be capable ol SOHz 
vertical frequency opera- 
tion, which unfortunately 
rutes out most cheap VGA 
monitors. 

Monitors 

When looking for a moni- 
tor there are a (ew things 
which you must take Into 
consideration. 

Firstly, it must be 
capable of a 50Hz verti- 
cal sync frequency - as opposed 
to a $OHi power supply fre- 
quency, which it must handle if sold 
in the UK. Othenwise your Amiga 
picture will continually roll around 
the icreen with no way of stopping it. 

Some, monitors are capable of a 
S0H2 display despite it not being men- 
tioned in the technical spe>cifications. 
Also, if you wa.nt to use it with the stan- 
dard Amiga cKitput - either direct from 
the Amiga's 2i-p>r\ video port or by 
switching off the Al^lQ card - the 
monitor must be capable of a ISKHz 
horizontal sync frequency. Most larger 
monitors cannot handle this. 

The i&cond thing to check for is the 
screen quality. This is, of course, a com- 
pIcK thing to measure. Watch for the 
dot pitch - this is the distance between 
each group of red, green and blue dots *"

ably cheaper than multisyncs, although 
not all Super-VGA displays will work 
with de-interiacers, and Ihey will not 
vmA Vk/ith the new ECS display modes 
or with the de-interiacer turned off. 

The CM-326 is a true multisync and 
will handle all Amiga displays including 
the ECS chipset. Both monitors have a 
good 0.28mm dot pilch and a 14" 
lube. The CM- 12 6 comes with both 
9L^jin and 1S-pin plugt to ht easily into 
any of the three boards available, 
aitfrough you will need to use an adap- 
tor cable if you want to rurt the monitor 
with the standard 23- -pin output. 

My personal (avourite for price and 
features - although I can't afford one at 
the moment - is the Panasonic 
TX-17031^A. It has a Sony Trinitron 
17" FST screen and a O.^Brnm dot 
pilch. Although it cannot cope with 
standard de-interlaced signals, it can 
cope with the tCS pro<Jucl;ivity modes. 
The screen display is simply excellent 
- it is big enough to allow you to use a 
large display with small fonts and still 
read (hem, but not SO big that you hurt 
your neck constantSy turning your head 
to view both sides of it, it also has two 
sets of inputs, which is useful if you 
have two or more computeri. 

Flexible 

if you have more than one computer, 
multisync monitors can prove a worth- 
while investment. One monitor can 
work not only on the Amiga, but on 
PC's (with VGA, Super-VCA or itwve 
graphics), Appie Macintosh 1 1, Atari ST 
and almost every other type oi com- 
puter you can think of. 

If yoii have an Amiga bridgeboard 
you can forget the crummy slow CGA 
graphics - add a VGA or Super-VCA 
board into your system and plug your 
multisync directly into the bridgeboard 
for the best possible PC graphics. 
Monitors with two or more sets of 
inputs will allow you to wire up the 
bfidgeboard and your Amiga directly to 
the monitor and switch between them 
giving you the best combination of 
Amiga and PC graphics li 
you can have in one

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The Amiga a already the primary 
machine in the world of desk- 
top videa, with countlejs titlers^ 
and alJ mannee of Amiiga gen^rat^d 
images finding their way in to botli 
amat«ur and cofflmercia! productions. 

However, jp until now the Amiga's 
role has been merely ttiat of 3 spe^tal 
effects engine, on[y tailed upon to add 
finishing touches ^uch as animations, 
titles and of course glamour where live 
actior is concerned- 

Now fortunately for both the 
machine and it's videophiie owners, 
that's all about to change and the onc€ 
hjmble extension to the average video 
workstation may soon become its heart. 
VideoPilot is one of three systems 
presently leading the field in Amiga 
controlled editing, and over the next 
few monthi we plan to ejiplore ail the 
available options and give ttw ddiriltrve 
guide to the Amiga in tht movies. 

Obvious advantages 

Anyone who's trisd video editing the 
otd fashioned way won't waite any 
time extolling the virtjes of cofnputer 
controlled editing. The endless piles of 
scrap paper, worn out stopwatches and 
an expression that only being up till 
four in the morning can provide, are 
sure signs of the video editing old 
guard. 

The basic principle of any editing 
system is to help keep track of hun- 
dreds, of scenes spread throughout your 
library of unedjt^ tapes, to arrange 
them as required, then to accurately 
assemble the desired shots in a usej* 
defined order, all with squeaky clean 
edits making seamless connections. 

To achieve this, the various master 
tapes need to be either tlm^oded or 
controlled via their tape counters. The 
timecode option is by far the most pre- 
cise of the two and boasts an accuracy 
of +/- one frame, which is as good as 
any system can offer. 

The tape counter alternative isn't 
anything like as accurate but is still 
capable of between 5 and 10 frame 
precision over a period of around 15 
minutes. If you're working witii longer 
tapes, the software can divide the 
footage up In order to keep timing 
within tolerable limits. 

What's in the box? 

Like many dedicated Amiga applica- 
tions, VideoPilot is a connbination of 

both hardware and software - the hard- 
ware element of the equation being a 
multiple input timecode read/write unit 
that synchronises three source players 
which then write to a iburth .mastering 
machine. 

The various machines can be a ma- 
ture of VCfi's and camcorders, all of 
which are coritrolled by either infra red 
or hardwire remote conUol, 

Along with the black box, you 
receive a pair of infra red rodents which 



connect to the VideoPilot and Issue 
commands to the players by taking 
over the role previously undertaken by 
their Own remotes. Also included ts the 
control software, connections and of 
cQvrse the ever-present manual, 

The learning process 

Perhaps Viideaf ilot's greatest strength is 
its versatility and willingness to learn 
how to control the ever-changtng vari- 
ety of available VCfi's and camcorders. 

It's the afore-mentioned infra red 
rodents which provide this power, due 
to their ability to be taught how to con- 
trol unfamiliar machines. This is done 
by aiming the VCR's own intra red con- 
trollers at Video PI lot's surrogate units 
which then learn the required com- 
mands to operate the transport on the 
machine. 

Thij process is done a matter of 
moments in one of VideoPilof s embar- 
rassingly friendly option screens, 
which in this 
case asks you 
to press a func- ' 
tion key for the 
appropriate 
video control, at 
which point a 
bleep sounds \ 
prompting you to ' 
hit the corre- i^ — - — ~ 
sponding button on the VCR's own 
remote. 

After all the commands are com- 
plete, the Amiga assumes full control of 
the VCR from the comfort of the (unc- 
tion keys. Amazing... 

Ha^lrhg explained this impressive tdl- 
ent it's perhaps unlikely that you'll need 
to try it for yourself - there are a multi- 
tude of pre-defined configurations 
already programmed into the software 
and even If you do need to defme com- 
mands they can be stored on disk and 
loaded with the rest when necessary,

The entire process of configuring and 
operating the syitem is done with the 

rodent, with the only e-xce-ption being 
the operation of the video controls 
which, as mentioned earlier, is done 

with the function keys. 

A prime estample of this process in 
action is the configuration screen which 
displays the rear of the V310 or 
VideoPibt if you prefer, and four selec- 
tion boxes for the various players and 
the recorder. 

Configuring the system Is siinply a 
matter of clicking on the appropriate 
Input On the V310, then on the player 
in questi<in. If your selection is incontct 
the software throws up a warning and 
suggest what couid be the protkfTi, 

to select a player simply requires 
clicking in one of the four available 
boxes until the con-ect make, timecode 
and control method appears. 

It your panlcular player isn't avail- 
able you can add the necessary details 
followed by a trip to the programming 
screen to teach ttie infra red unit the 
coTect controls. 

When all's well with the system you 
can timecode the tape and begin to

In gefierai, VideoPilot is excellent and if 
you're & vjdeo nut it -may wen be wortfi 
the askiing price.

ftECOHD Titji 
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Perhaps the biggest stumbling block 
in both the Amiga and video wortds is 
the seemingly endless supply of 
incompatible timsecodEs which are 
unsuccessfully vying for dominance. 

In th« pr^of^ssional market this 
problem ha long been resolved 
thanks to SMPTE timecode which has 
been the industry standard in TV and 
film fof /ean. 

In music SMPTE also plays an ocea- 
sJoiial role ahng with MTC but unfor- 
tunately video is a minefield of 
formats and VideoPitot does its bit to 
add to the confusion by employing its 
own proprietary code entitled V3TC. 
This, of course, isn't compatible with 
either VITC or Sf^PTE systems but 
does wnri with RCTC Of "artic" as it's 
known and pronounced. 

This happy coincidence is both 
great new; for VideoPilot and Sony 
who are employing this new format 
for use with 8mm camcorders. The 
big advantage of the new ^stefm is its 
ability to retain a full stereo sound- 
track without the need for any modifi- 
cations to the VCR. 

Because VideoPilot reads this new 
format frame accurately it can be 
edited dirett, something which Sony's 
own RCTC editing system has not yet 
mssteried- So for the morrkent if you're 
the proijd owner of Sony's CC[>-V80O 
camcorderj VideoPilot could be the 
perfect choice, 

Uke everything else, the addition of 
i timecode can be a case of swings 
and roundabouts, due to the sacrifice 

more work and less editing it could 
soon pay for its place in your system. 

After all, once the shot selection is 
complete and providing there are no 
tapes to be change, the systemi can be 
left to compile your creation all on in 
lonesome. 

My only criticism concerns tlie limit 
of two infra reds which could csuse 
problems on some srystems, although of 
course four hardwire inputs are 
available for the remaining players. 
The only other disappoinbrnent \i the 
inability to see your edits, prior to mas- 
tering. 

Having had my little moan, both fac- 
tors are more motehills than mountains 
and don't do any real harm to wtiat is 
an very imfwessive pcoduct.

If you're working with hi-ft 
VHS/S-VH5 or Bmm units employing 
PCM sound, it will inevitably mean 
that you'll be left with a rrvono sound- 
track, Vo'U could always combine the 
sound from both tracks but of course 
IJie actual Stereo effect would be sacri- 
ficed anyway. 

On non-stereo VCR's and cam- 
corders adding a timecode will com- 
pletely obliterate any available sOur^d, 
SO dubbing to a hi-fi machine might 
well be worth the loss in quality. 

Enhancements 

E,M.R,, the UK distributors of 

VideoPilot, offer a number of addi- 
tional: services to enhance the abilities 
of the system. The first of these is to 
supply a PCM encoder for &mm 
source machines equipped with the 
optional PCM track. The PCM/AFM 
output is then splil into separate 
mono hi-fi tracits for sound, and 
mono PCM for timecode. 

Other machine formats can have 
their pre-amptrfier circuitry and out- 
put sockets modified to keep the origi- 
nai hi-fi sound in Stereo whilst still 
bein^ able to output a separate time- 
code track to the VideoPilot. 

All the necessary work is done by 
E,M.R. who operate a coli'ection and 
del'ivefy sen^ice ushg insured couriers 
to transport the love of your life back 
and forth In perfect safety. 



Because the system supports up to 
three pSayers and a recorder, a whole 
range of connectbns brittle from the 
rear porltons of the biack box, which 
control not only a variety of players 
but also tape formats and control 
systems. 

As a result almost all m:achi'nes 
ran be catered for, providing they 
support either the l-ANC (Control L} 
system, which can either be a five 
pin mini Din socket, a mini jatk or 
alrernativety the aforementioned 
inira red remotes.

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WeH, what will they think of 
next? First we had 
sequence dancing, fol- 
tCMftd ty synthronised swimming and 
Df course sequenced music. Now Cold 
Oijks have gone the whole hog and 
produted tfie Amiga's first multimedia 
sequencing patkagns which flajms to 
control every aspect of the marhine's 
van airay of talents - all from one user 
trveifid|y interface. 

If j^oy're anything like me, at first 
you'll probably be a little cpnfui«d as to 
what a mijltimedifl video sequencer 
actually eJoeSy how it does it, and why 
yvu'd want it to do it in the fir^t place. 
Well to dear the air I feet a short expld- 
rutkin is in order. 

Showhiaker's primaiy mission is to 
draw together all the Amiga '& talents 
and apply them in one smooth and 
petfectly sequenced produaioi. To do 
this it employs the Timeline which Is 
the window at the very heart of 
ShowMaicer. 

The Timetirw rs an event display win- 
dow which shows all the elements 
within a production plus their duratror, 
type and pO'Sition within the creatiton. 
The unusual thin^ about what is in 
effect a fairly iStandand Sequencer is it; 
ability to Control a whale range of 
events, whether they be exCernaf 
video sources, internal sojnd effects, 
rnusical backing tracks or, of course, 
aninution. 

Track talk 

Beforie we delve into the various ins and 
outs ol the systern, a quick look a just 
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Sit back and relax as Paul Austin reveals all 

with the assistance of ShowMaker, the 

latest star on the video sequencing stage 
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what ShowMaker is capahte of might 
whet your app^tite. 

When you first enter the pr&gram, 
yoL are offered the default number of 
12 tracks to play with, these being the 
primary Amiga based internal tracks 
which control the machine-generated 
»de of the production. 

Moving pictures 

The- first of the 1 2 b the graphics track 
which allows you to generate efther stlli 
frames or animations. These appear as a 
background on to which titles or effects 
can be overlaid. The various back- 
grounds can be produced on any stan- 
dard Amiga paint package, as either 
itandard IFFs or ham imager. 

If for example you want a still image, 
it can be introduced with a variety of 
wipes and fades. Jt will then remain 
onscreen for as long as k spedfjed by 
the Timeline, only being replaced by 



the rtext wipe or fade as the following 
animation or stilj is introduced. 

It is perhaps best to think of the pro- 
cess as a form of video music with vari- 
ous elements playing for a set time and 
theti being replaced by the next section 
of the song. So you might have a video 
ver^e in the form of an animation, then 
a series of stills for a chorus, another 
smaller animation for a middle eight 
and finally back tt> the verse. 

To keep everything smooth and 
stylish, animations can be set to loop 
indefinitely. This ensures that there 
won't be any problemi if your anima- 
ti-on ruT>s for fivf sprnnd^ jnd (he pM- 



ticular sequence requires 15 - the soft- 
ware will cycle the animation until the 
ne»t section of the production. 

The frame rate of animations can 
also be defined so that it will fit the 
pace of the production. And if you're 
after a really slick effect, graphics can 
be defined to keep time with the back- 
ing music - as indeed can the entire 
production - so not only will arrima- 
tioni fit perfectly, but v^pes and ladies 
will occur on the beat to give a punchy, 
professional feel. 

Tricky titling 

The neitt track controls ShowMaker's 
internal titling software, and to be hon- 
est this is the only element which 

"'~"T1 






doesn't scone well. The problem here is 
Lhat the designers have bitten off a titllie 
more than the Amiga can chew, by 
designing a tiller which attempts to do 
things which even dedicated titling 
pacicages such as ScaJa and Broadcast 
Titler 2 don't attempt - namefy 
strolling over an animated background. 

This would be a tricky enough 
proposition if the machine had nothing 
else to consider, but when the basic 
problems are compounded with the 
need to sequence genlocks, videos, 
Midi, ASexK and soon NewTek's video 
toaster, not to mention the remaining 
nine internal Annig:a tracks, it's little 
wonder that the scrolling is less than 
silJcy smooth. 

To be fair, for the awerage amateur 
the variety of wipes and fades might 
well make up for the rather stuttered 
scrolling, but for a professionaE, titling 
would have to be done by another 
method, soch as being included within 
animation. 

if you do decide to use the titter 
option there are numerous goodies 
thrown in, such as access to your entire 
font directory plus those present within 
the software itself, all of which can be 
presented in the usual array of bold, 
italic and underlined combinations, 
There's also a range of drop shadow 
effects and numerous outiines, In short 
if yau keep things simple, reasonable 
effects are possible, if perhaps a little 
less than spectacular. 

Special FX 

The next four tracks all control good 
old Paula, the Amiga's internal sound 
chip. Each of the four available chan- 
nels have their own track, onto which 
any IFF sample can be assigned - com- 
plete withi volume definition, optional 
ioop and pitch control. Finally, you can 
decide whether ttK sound shoukj have 
priorily over the music track which may 
be taking up that particular channel at 
the moment of play-back. 

The great thing about these SFX 
tracks is their neKibility. Because sounds 
are assigned to events rather than to 
tracks, the number of samples on a 
track is limited only by available mem- 
ory. Literally hundreds of effects could 
be assigned to the four channels in a 
singk .production. 

The ne?<t talent in the Timeline's 
reoertoire \i Midi control. This consists 
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of a s^fies of pptions to control note 
on/off, note on, control, pnjgram and' 
pitch information - jill of which is sent 
by either predefined or user-defined 
Hex code^ to any one of the 16 Midi 
cfunneEf, tomplete with two data con- 
troli to define the note infornfiatior,. 

If yoL are going to UM this option, 
you ft! List known the todes which are 
unt^rstocd by the instnjment in quei- 
tion. Vqu tan then add considerably 
mor« spectacular sound effectj to you 
masterpiece via Midi, employing iyfi- 
theiisen and, of course, sampler^- 

Pump up the volume 

Overail volLinne is the next elennent of 
the production to be maisteited, This is 
done via the Volume tracl(, which 
defines the overall volume of the 
sounds within a produaion. Fof exam- 
ple, the backing music and sound 
effects could be gradually faded down 
prior to a voice-over and then faded up 
to continue with the presentation. 

because this workj. independently of 
the sound tracks themselves the level 
between the elements remains the 
iame, so there's no need to adjust al! 
the tracks within the production ir-dl- 
vidually whenever you rieed some 
space in the audio section. 

ARexx exploited 

Like many power programs, 
ShowMaker eagerly embraces the 
potential of ARe^x - the inter-program 

communication language which is 
explwiing in the serious Amiga market. 
With the assistance of ARe«K, 

ShowMaker can launch all manner of 
AmJga applications. You can control 
ARexx-^compatibie sequencers such as 



wCombinepur 
musical and anistic 
e^/of/5 into a complex 
and impressive 
presentation • 
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Bars and Pipes Profiessionai, or perhaps 
employ A'RexK-triendly titlers to add 
real' glamour to your graphics. 

ARe)<x has a complete tratck available 
throughout the presentation and can 
issue commands in either macro or 
string fonnati. On top of its own ARexx 
command potential, ShowMaker also 
listens to instructions from ARe-x« itself 
and has a few simple designer com- 
mands of its Dwn, with which ARexx 
can issue the orders. 

Genlock option 

GentockJng Amiga output is big busi- 
ness, and as you've probably guessed, 
ShowMaker isn't going to be left out 
when it comes to one of the corner- 
stones of multimedia. To do it, 
ShowMakef employs the SuperCen 
20005. Whether this can be substituted 
for any other genlock is doubtful, but it 
could be worth enquiring with Cold 
Disks before you buy, 

Controllmg the genlock is veiy sim- 
ple, and can be done via a number of 
preiM ined dissolves or clean cuts which 
occur between the Amiga and the 
external video source- The usual overlay 
options are available and, as h the 
r«rnn, they are all lacked onto colour-0, 
or background. The four available slid- 
ers determine the amount of transition 
which will occur between the video 
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image and the Amiga during tlie tjme 
specified in the Timeline, 

$0 with the aid of the genlock, 
smooth* tran^tions between full Amiga 
and full video can happen either 
instantly or smoothly over a desired 
period, ar>d titles can be faded up and 
down as required, All effects work both 
ways and do a great job of easing the 
sometimes painful transition between 
^e Amig>a and a live video source. 

Toaster talents 

Ttve last of the standard tracks betrays 

the software's oricfins. As I'm sure 
you're aware, NewTek's Video Toastier 

i; for the moment strictly an Arr>frican 
play thing, but if industry rumours are 
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true we should be seeing this mystical 

beast of the multimedia wortd in about 
18 ntonths. If the transatlantic reports 
are to be believed, it should be well 
worth the watt, 

I'd love to tell you how good the 
combination of ShowMaker and 
Toaster actually is, but unlike many UK 
Amiga mags we adn>it to never having 
used one - afld rf ttie truth were tofd so 
would the others. At present the 
Toaster works solely on NTSC Amigas, 
so we'll just have to wait until it crosses 
the Pond, 



The next Step 

Welt folks, that's about it for the 12 
default internal tracks, but just when 
you thought all was safe, ShowMaker 
adds yet another twist to its already 
well endowed tail by employing numer- 
ous external tracks which are contralled 
via tt»e seri^ port. 

These extra tracks can command 
everything from videos to Laserdiscs, 



and the numb«r of tracks available is 
only limited by your system and of 

course the number of suitable drivers - 
several of which are supplied with the 
ShowMaker software. The Amiga's 
numeric keypad is employed to operate 
the transport on videos and the entire 
system is configured via a fairly stan- 
dard comms requester. 

Interface Info 

As you can imagine, making the most 
of ShowMaker's potential requires a 
very special interface and fortunately 
that's just what Cold Disks have pro- 
vided with one of the best sequericer 
front ends f ve ever had the pleasure to 
use. 

It litenlly couldn't be simpler. Events 
are added to the timeline by simply 
die king-in the appropriate track, tnen 
dragging and releasing when required. 
This process immediately produces the 
appropriate requester which then 
allows you to define wipes, volumes, 
loops and paths, plus a chance to view 
or hear the event prior to insertion in to 
the track. 

This click, drag, release and 
requester approach Is identical 
throughout the timeline and makes 
production a dream. Adfustments to 
the tr^k can he dorte with ease, thanks 
to a variety af editing modes which can 
affect individual tracks or the entire pro- ^ 
ductlon. As you might expect, full cut 
and paste editing is catered for. 

Along with full Timeline editing, 
there are options to work in a variety of 
time formats, These can vary from one 
to sixty second incrementi, or altema- 
tivety as beats, or measures if you prefer 
musical notation. 

The third triumph of the interface is 
its option to wor1( with an internal sync, 
external MTC/5MPTE time code or via a 
Midi clock. 

And finally... 

As far as conclusions are concerned, 
ShowMaker is 3 little difficult, but I'll 

have a go. If you're one of the many on 
a limited budget ShowMaker would 
best be described as a good package 
which is occasionally pnine to the odd 
stutter, if you're looking to combine 
your musical and artistic exp4o<its into a 
complex and impressive presentation, 
it's ideal. 

Having said that, the software's real 
strength is as a cortductor rather than a 
performer. If you have access to vast 
mounds of external equipment, 
ShowMaker is Sure to be a godsend. 
wnth the ability to unify all of their indi- 
vidual strer«gths in one stunning pro- 
duction. As such it comes highly 
recommerided...

For the frightening askirig price of 
Paintbox, you'd think the system would 
do everything but walk the dog. In fact 
it does little more than Dpaint but of 
course all in full 24-htt colour. 

Even with its impressive comrnerciail 
credentials lit certainly won't animate 
and woufd never even consider trying 
its hand at ray tracing. Such pastimes 
are pure^ for the Amiga and programs 
such as ReaBD, Imagirie ^nd Caligari to 
name but a few, all of which have 
built-in 24-bit output and animation 
options as standard. 

With Qua nte I you pay for pure

Essential hardware 

To quote £800 for TVpaint is perhaps a 
little misfeading as there are a few other 
odds and ends essential to get tfte sys- 
tem up and running. Perhaps most 
important of all is is TVpainf s insepara- 
ble partner, naimely the Harlequin 
framebuffer. 

Hsrlequin was the first, and is 
arguably still the best framebuffer on 
the market. Even today it is one of the 
few boards to boast any pixel and 
colour,, something which many of the 
cheaper 24-bit boards simply cannot 
compete with. 

Unfortunately the decision-making 
doesn't stop with just the purchasing qf 
a Harlequin, as there's the agonising 
decision of just wfiich Harlequin config- 
uration you require.

Aside from the Harlequin, another 
essentijil add-on is a 63030 accelerator, 
preferably fitted with an FPU or maths 
co-processor. Between two and four 
megabytes of JZ-bit memory wouldn't 
do any hanm, but It isn't essential. 

Obviously those iucky souls blessed 
with a 30DO can skip this bit and spend 
the money on surgery to make their 
smug smiles even more permanent 
than they already are. 

Second mortgage 

Right about now you'll probably be 
thinking sbout a s^ond mortgage, a 
bank |ob, or perhaps what's on the 
nejit page, but remember we're taking 
about imagery that George Lucas, 
Steven Spielberg and the average 
advertising executive would kill for, SO 
keep that in mind before you turn to 
the games section and the ikiller nutter 
ninja turtles. 

Next on the shopping list comes a 
hard drive. This i^n't stiktly an essential 
but with even small flies running to 
over lOOK a floppy wouldn't be too 
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smart. About 4'Ci meg would be a sensi- 
ble amount but as someone once said 
the bigger the better, hiarr, fnarr... 

The last in the line of add-ons is an 
extra monitor, preferably a multisync or 
VCA^ which would of course require a 
flicker fixer if you're working on a 2000, 
If you're a 3000 owner you could 
alwayf go for a bit more surgery or per- 
haps start saving for a 6^040 upgrade, 

Theoreticatly it should be possible to 
usfl the CVBS output from the Amiga 
and put that into the CVBS an the 
nnonitor thereby freeing the main RGB 
for the Output from the Harlequin, 

Switching between the Harlequin 
image and the workbench screen 
would then just be a matter of selecting 
the Input on the monitor. Un- 
fortunately when this was tried with a 
1084 monitor the CVBS input was com- 
pletely out of sync and unusable. 

It may well be possible to share 
inputs on another type of med-res 
monitor, but to be honest this would 
only be a temporary measure as the 
System really needs a hl-res monitof to 
be at its best. Apart from the lower

Another optional element would be 
one or mare of the many i'^bJt com- 
patible ray tracers and CAD packages, 
the likes of which where mentioned 
earlier and described In the inmge info 
bones throughout the article. 

Interface information 

Once you've made the appropriate 

investment, the next task is to Install 
the software. This is done automatitcally 
and alt that's required Is the partition 
name. The only other essential is the 
dongle which must be present in the 
parallel port before boot up. With an 
asklr^ price of £800 plus VAT, It's not 
entirely Surprising that the French 
authors Tecsoft take the odd precaution 
against piracy. 

Once the software is installed and 
the dongle inserted, the program 
defaults to a opening screen which 
allows you to select one of the three 
available resolutions and whether or 
not you require the Undo or Function 
options. 

The final choice is the whether you 
require the present screen on the frame 
buffer to be retained. This is a. useful 
function if you want to touch up your 
latest ray tracing before committing it 
to digital postedty. 

When your selection is complete, the 
Harlequin screen clears and redisplays 
complete with the TVpaint selection 
panel. Unlike Dpaint, all the available 
options are accessed through this single

requester which operates with a tomW- 
nation of right and left mouse clicks, in 
a similar manner to that of Dpaint's 
control panel. 

One of the many examples of the 
double button system Is the Density 
control which can be invoked by a sin- 
gle left mouse click or altered with the 
right. As soon as the right mouse is 
selected the density requester appears 
and can be redesigned with any of the 
many presets, or altered manually with 
the mouse. 

Using the software is simplicity itself 
and will take the average [)paint fan a 
matter of minutes to come to terms 
with. The only real difference between 
the two is TVpaint's tack gf animation 
and, of course, the absence of any 
pull-downs. 

Power features 

One of the first points rafsed in the 
excellent accompanying manual is the 
design teams' approach to the software 

itself. Rather than being a techno- 
junkles nirvana complete with all man- 
ner of scripts and programming 
protocols, the program Is very simple. 
The technology trap is easy to fall into 
when designing power programs, but 
thankfully this particular pitfall has been 
avoided. 

One of the first examples of this user 
friendly approach is the fickaling control 
panel vvhich can be moved and placed 
anywhere onscreen, oniy changing 
position at your command. This also 
applies to alt pf tfie sub-menus, and as 
a result the flow of work isn't inter- 
rupted by annoying permanent 
requesters which need to be removed 
Itiom the keybchard. 

The Undo function, which is available 
with the larger Harlequin configura- 
tions, doesn't stop with a simple erase 
or replace but can be set up with 
parameters which can be activated 
from the opening format screen or the 
system requester on the main control 
panel. 

The spare screen option has obvious 
advantages as any Dpaint fan wilf tell 
you but an added bonus is PVpaint's 
Transparency option whkh allows ^e 
spare screen to be miKed vvith the fore- 
ground of the present screen. Some *"

other Dpaint-like options ate the sepa-

As you can probably see from the 
screenshots, when the range option is 
tombined with the airbrush effect the 
true power of 24-bit starts to appear, 
as the entire spectrum scrolls through a 

single mouse stroke. 
It is perhaps the aiftrush that best 

shows the pctwer of the Harlequin and 
TVpaint combination. On more than 

one occasion I found myseit trying to 

remove dust from the mortitor which in 

fact were merely faint traces of paint 

left by a wayward manoeuvre with the 

mouse, To be honest it toot ail my 

meagre mental powers to drag myself 

aiway and try out some of the other <ea- 

turti, 

Cerhaps the most confusing part of 

using s 16,000,000 colour palette is 

how e)uictfy it can be accessed without 

the use of a palette rfisplaying every 

colour. As you can imagine, a requester 

showing all the colours would be about 

50 feet long and almost impossible to 

apply 

To combat this a whole range of 

palettes can be cycled Itirough snsi if a 

specific colour can't be found, individ- 
ual colours can be edited by either their 

RGB or CMY colours, if that's still rot 

enough, they can be selected direct 

from two spectrum disb at the bottom 

of the- requester. 

ir that's St I El not enough, various 

colours can be blended in the mixer - 

an option which aMows individual 

colours to be sprayed on top of each 

othEf and mixed manually. 
The last of the colour controls is a 

Gamma option which allows you to 

adjust the Gamma curve on either the 

Entire image or combinations or the 

RCS elements. This can be particularly 

uieful if you want to lift the colour bal- 
ance within an image, but saving out 
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beforehand is an essential as sometimes 
it can do a littie more harm than good. 

Apart from the power of thfl paint 
package itself, the other essential of any 
24-bit package is its compatibility with 
the myriad of graphic fi(e formats. 
Fortunately foe TVpaint, ail of the essen- 
tiais are ready and waiting with full sup- 
port for 24-bit IFF, TCA, Hendition and 
Deep nrtodes, so no matter what output 
you and your ray tracer prefetj, TVpaint 
should be more than happy to import 
your latest creation. 

The final element of the TVpaint 
situation is its ability to multitask with 
perfectiion, allowing you to jump 
between the paint package and any 
other Amiga application which you may 
wish to employ. 

When you've finally decided on the 
colour compoiitton and loaded any rel- 
evant fifes, the real work can start. This 
is where the now almost mandatory 



keyboard short cuts come irtto their 

own, making evierythif>g from selecting 
an airbrush to specifying magriificatlHjn 
as simple as a single keystroke. As a 
resuH. commercial artists shouid tre able 
to use their valuable time to the full and 
leap from one topi to the ne?(t with 
ease, pausing only to cash a cheque 
and send an invoice. 

Artistic opinions 

As you're no doubt aware I'mi not 
exactly disappointed, as indeed t didn't 

expect to be for a package that retails 
at just under a £1,000 minus the essen- 
tial hardware. 

Having said that, and considering 
the alternatives which approach over 
50 times the price for what is essentiatty 
the same system, TVpaint has to be 
good value. 

My only real complaint is the soft- 
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ware's tendency to crash occasionally, 
which I must admit is infuriating, espe- 
cially if you're in the final throes of your 
piese de ia fesiitancs. 

To be fair to the software, it's a 
strong possibility that the fault lies with 
nrty rather elderly 2000 rather than the 
software itself. 

To clarify the crashing problem i 
took some advice from Martin Lowe at 
ASC, who assurwi me that such prob- 
lems are unheard of north of the bor- 
der, and must be either the fault ot my 
elderiy companion or perhaps due to 
TVpaint's need for a rather a weighty 
amount of continuous menwiy on the 
parent machine. 

On the whole the complete package 
comprising the Harlequin, a 68030 and 
TVpaint Is quite simpJy incredible, and 
Is sure to help in the production art that 
only Quantel's paintbo* can compete 
with. And all for just a 
fraction of the price...

The genlock itself seems pretty 
basic, although the image quality is 
very good indeed.

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Cenlocking top tips 
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If you want to gel the beit from your new acquisition, then foUow these handy hmts: 

1 . When overlaying graphics, alwayi biy to use the best possible quality comp&iite video sounce. Try to avoid using s«ond generatior videotape. If you do, you may fird 
that the im^ge will break up terribly. 

2. For more professional worti, avoid uting low resolutidn compoiite video decks, If you can affwd it, go fof Super-VHS or even Hi-8. 

3. Avoid highly sacurated images- these can cause terrible amounts of colour bleeding, 

4. Use decent quality video tables, preferably caWes d»igred specffically for video signals. These shielded cables cut down signal noise and interferenice to a rninimuTTi. 

5- If you are using standard composJte VHS, then it's well worth investing in a PAL encoder - a device which gives better image quality wtien the genlocked signal is laid 
down on to videotape. 

6. Keep your video graphici; hi simple ai possible - the bolder the image, the clearer it will be when recorded onto videotape. 

7. Titles loot 3 lot cleairer and mare nsadabie it you add a black outline around them. This also cuts down colour bleeding. 

5. A good investmefit is a sound mixer. This will allow you mix the sound from the original vidratape with a commentary and possibly even a baching ttack.

ten per instaJlatJon. You are perfecc, 
liberty to use less than this num^r | 
should you feef that ma»imum produc- 
tion is nor essential at any particular 1 
time, but it is also crucial that produc- 
tion levels are monitored so thatyw] 
can up levefs at any ttme should they t 
required. Not only do the mstaNatior? ' 
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nee(f manning, but conitructpon wiff 
jIso occupy the colsMiisls, ft is entirely 
ikely that a large number of 
?uNy-manned fnirallatJons could mean 
[fiat consCaiction will not be poisiWe, 
because all the avaibttile men are busy 
elsewhere, 

Jugglmg manpower is one prjtiJem, 
but so IS juggling yaur budget T^xsiion 
fv^s. muse be ^eL (xjr an eye must be 
■:ept on the (ong-tenm effectj on the 
OOL - nobody likes heavy taxatfon, no 
matter wtist [he reason. 

Also, grants for civilian and mtlitary 
deveiapment rrujt be clasefy mortitwed, 
A high grant to the milrtary will provide 
fet devefoprnenr of new weaponi, but 
It may ncft make the population too 
happy if they haven't yet got a spcuis 
aadium, Of course, too low a grant will 
fsean that th€ militajy is under-devef- 
oped, maiing the cotony vufnerable ta a 
TBfe acfvanced attack. 

Control of your milltsiry is just as vital 



a part of the game as constructing a 
well ordered and shi'ny. happy cfty. 

Organising the st^trc defence systems, 
such as teser turrets and' missile taunch- 
ers, is only one part The other is the 
constrvctiofn, control and deployiment of 
the mobile forces. 

Jr>itlaNy, the decision wifl lie in how 
much manpower you sre willing to 
commit Co the factories producmg the 
equipment and vvhich type of vehicle 
you want to produce - the more 
advanced, the longer it tai^es ^rtd the 
moce resources it will use. 

Once you have bultt up your icock- 
piie of equipment, decisions have to be 
madte as to whefie it will be pfaced and 
hciw it will be manouewred. At your dl^ 
posai you have eight markers whrcfi can 
be strategically placed af>ywhefe on the 
map and used to guide the tanks and 
aircraft around the play area, by send- 
ing one Of a group to say one of Bie 
markers. They can also be guided to 
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attack an enem^ citf, aHfK?ugh the loca- 
tion of this wjlf not bKome known to 
you unless you sponsor spying artivi^, 
another demand on your stretched Ixid- 
get. 

There is no way of rndivrduafly con^ 
troifing the tanks or aircraft. The only 
control yo4J have ipof general move- 
ment patterns, a all of the attack 
responses are auBamaied. Defence rriay 
seem an unnecessary burden' on a hud- 
get which could be better devoted to 
improving the OOL, tiut it will never be 
very Jiigh if the cofony is overrun by 
aliens. 

To help you make these weighty 
decisions are a panel of advisers. The 
advisers grve information about each of 
the different aspects of the colony - 
population, iHJdget, number of manu- 
facturing instaJlations, rriorafe etc - and 
wilJ QccasionaJly give recomnrendatJons. 
Simple things like: "We need more food 
ya buggaf will not appear, but more 
succinct hints wjli be apparent- 
It alJ sounds very complex and it is, 
but this is the next generatron of 
God-games and will appeal to those 
vi/ho have successfulJy met tfie chaJlenge 
of Sim-Cfty and Fopuiouj and are ioofc- 
ing for something more chaNenging to 
take them on to the ne«r level of game- 
pfay. 

It skilfully combines botfi the con- 
straints of building a city that can be 
Jiappily lived in with the pfoWems of try- 
ing to defeat a malevorent opponent, 
and all the time you have to try and 
keep every one happy tjy not over- 
Spending and leaving everyone to 
starve. 

There is no fixed objective to aim for, 
no timeipan across wJiich your efforts 
are measured, The only target s a Quali- 
ty of Life which reaches above aind 
beyond '90%, 

But its compiejiity does not make it 
drfficult to use,, Simple point and click 
systems and an isometric large-scale 
map mean that the game's system 
becomes almost second nature after a 
period of familiarisation. 

Don't make the misiake of comparing 
this game to (mage Work's IWega Lo 
Mania, one of last issue's Gamer Golds - 
they we very different tO' one another, 
MLW is far less camplej( and geared to 
fyn and humour, while providing a 



large amount of challenge and a fabu- 
lous game 

Utopia goes for the more involved 
and time-consuming approach which 
t^as no definite answer. It doesn't hawe 
that many definite quesiions to be hon- 
est. And It will provide hundreds of 
hours of brain-btowing to those willing 
to invest the trm* needed to l>e success- 
ful. They are both excellent games 
doing two different things. 

The crisp and colourful graphics are 
easy on the eye and the sound is quite 
simptjf superb - a dramatic tune coupled 
with stunning effects make it worth 
turning the sound up. Quite jrmply 
Gremlin have produced a very slick 
package which takes tfie rMstron of con- 
ffofling ar>d developing a city or planet 
one stage further than anything before. 

Be warned however - it may be easy 
to use, bi/t rt is anything but easy to 
beat. If you csn'i Invest the time need- 
ed, thinif carefully before purchasingi. 
This isn't a crittdsm, meref^ something to 
tK aware of. But whether you have the 
time or not, this is a game worthy of 
Ttwrras More's legacy.

The beauty of a prog ram like Flow is 
the extent in which a simple initial lay- 
out can be extrapolated through vari- 
ous sub-lievels until a full outline is 
generated. 

The eaje with wfiich this is achieved 
by Fkjw is rather deceptive, however, as 
you could be forgiven for thinking 
you*re using little more than a word-

In this way, 
whole schedules can be rearranged 
with a mouse drag in a tew seconds, or 
your outline can be laid out in a more 
bgical manner. 

Ey opening up to four outlines at 
once, it is also possible to cut and paste 
entire sections between them. If, for 
example, yoy have a separate project 
for the second day of yotfr manage- 
ment seminar, bvt wish to re-schedule 
the 1 0am slot so that the two days 
swap over, you can cut and paste from 
Day One to Day Two, and vige versa. 

Thb jort ot post-idea re-^wodting is 



line sort of exercise which normally 

results in your notebook becoming 
completely covered in amiws, circles, 
exclamation marks, and comTTients lite 
"maybe swap lOam slots", With Flow, 
the charge is accomplished the minute 
you think of it. 

The pfogram also has the invaluable 
ability to automatically number head- 
ings and re-number them if dragged to 
another location. This means you can 
generate lists and re-order them to 
ytKjr heart's content safe in the knowl- 
edge that the list is always in the cor- 
rect o*def. 

For lovers of officialdom, Flow's 
numbering pptiom also include the 
chapter-section-paragraph standard to 
bef^ound in all long and confusing doc- 
uments. If you really want, you tan 
generate outlines to baffle even the 
moat hardened insurance salesman I 

I was a little disappointed to find 
that Flow's Search function can't han- 
dle a search for a numbered paragraph. 
You cannot, for enample, tell it to look 
for paragraph I.A,l.(c), as the numbers 
are scattered around tagged on to the 
beginning of their respective headings. 
As they don't appear together in the 
document, the search function doesn't 
pick them up. 

You can jump to the pa^e of your 
choice, of course, but as Flow is organ- 
ised far more on the basis ol headings 
and' sub-4ieadings, the lack of a decent 
"go to section" option is a majOT omis- 
sion. 

More macros 

Ves, yoti guessed it - Flow is ARexx 
compatible, Vou can brefine any num- 
ber of macros, ten of which are svail- 
». able from a pull-down menu, and send 
or receive commands via an ARexx 
port. As just abpyt e^gryone and h is 
dog ^sed 

H^'and as it can, with practice, be a. 
powerful tool, its incluiion is a welcome 
sighL 

Conclusion 

Flow is a useful package which, after a 
short lime, can surprise you by how 
much It helps your thought generation 
and organisation. It won't have the 

ideas for you, but it is an ideal tool to 
apply to them once they've stnjggled 
from your over-burdened brain, 

. For Che money, it could offer a bit 
more, and is a fairiy expensive alterna- 
tive to the good o4d spiral bound note- 
book, but if your business involves a lot 
of work based around a developing 
idea, Flow would make a perfect com- 
plement to your planning process.

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Hard times 

About a year ago I acquired a CVP 40Mb hard drive 
fflf my A5M, and since then I have had quite a few 
problems with read/wirite enofi. Initially, the problem 
was FJKed by the local CammQdore importer who 
could not explain to m^ e»tactly liow he did it - the 
language \i i bit oi a probtem hefie. 

However, the problem recurred and I am now 
pretty ijre that ft h due to inadvertent use - by my 
inquisitive tlire<e-year-o-ld twins i - of the boot off/on 
switch on the front of the drive. I have used FixOisk 
arri DiskDKictor several times, to repair the d\ik strut- 
ture, iwt on re-fonnattirg the drive [always in ffS) the 
errors gradually reappear until the drive nio longer 
autoboots. I fear the root block is affected, and I won- 
der whether this is addressed by ttie FORMAT torn- 
mand. 

In view of my problems I wish to seek your advice 
Ofi tlie foliOwing: 

• What utility software is available to fully prepare a 
hard drive, partition it write the boot block, and so 
on? 

• Is FiifDIik capable of repairing the problem, and if 
so, how should that be done? 

• FiKDIsk tells me the device handler is 
5CSiO£V,DEVrCE, Where does it find that? Is it hard 
wired on rom as part of the drive? 

Please help I The drive was purchased from Power 
Computing in th* UK, but ifd mean enornious phone 
bills to contact them,

Th« f am« switch h Innocent? Before you tape It 
down or otherwise restrict what Is actually a handy 
feature of the Impact Series II drives, consider the 
real problem. If you're still getting read/write 
errors after repeatedly re-formatting your hard 
drive (ouch I), the problem most likely lies with the 
drive mechanism. 

If the drive has received a fcnock in transit from 
the UK, or In 9 Bangkok warehouse, tihe drive heads 
will probably be damaged. The only practical solu- 
tion wouJd be to replace the hard drive itself with a 
ilimJIne Quantum Pro Drive mechanism. This will fft 
inugfy In the GVP's casing and shouldn't (OJt too 
much In your part of the world. 

As for the software you mention, FixDIsk Is about 
the best shareware hard and floppy disk repairer, 
and th« CVP PjuaitPrep software you should have 
received with your drive is perfectly adeqjate to 
prep, partitton, and format your hard drh*. 

Take the drive to your local deader and have him 
fit a rww Qiuantum mechanism in the shop. Make 
sure he does it on the spot because Iff not a difil- 
cult task and It sounds like he did a poor ji>b the 
first time you went to him. 

PC pieties 

I would h* obliged if ycur could help me with a query 
gn the utility tFF2PCXII on the CoverDisk. 

I can convert the image to PCX with no problems 
on an Amiga fonnatted dfsk, bot when I put the disk 
into an l&M P5/Z it refuses to be recognised, which I 
can understand. 

Could you please telf me the steps to load a con- 
verted IFF file in PCX to the PC?

with a virus and can't get rid of it. 

I recently purchased an AjOO wdth A501 memoty 
upgrade, and bought separately a Zydec external 
drive. However, nearly all my disks have read/write 
flniqrs or Not A Valid Dm Disk in Unit cr 1 . 

My friend suggested I try a virus ^killer, so I went to 
my local software store who supplied wtiat Cfi^ con- 
sidered the best killer for £10. I loaded it up and 
bingo, a requester with ttw message "LPnknovHi {virus} 
task in memory" popped up. 

Having followed the onscreen instructions i temii- 
nated it, at sd I thought. Tht vfrus killer then crashed 

My fault, I thought, and went through ttie same 
procedure but was rewarded with another crash I 
tried six times to load the killer, and each time after 
terminating a vinjs it crashed. The virus killer a no( at 
fault as I have replaced it with a new one artd used my 
friend's version with tfw same rtsulls- 

I need help as P am stuck with £400 worth of usdea 
junk until the problem is solved.

It almost cenaMy 
Fs. All the best Amiga virus killers are available for a 
small fee as shareware or PO programs, and the 
only commercial killers I can think of are hopek'ssly 
out of date. 

Voa wW find * 
cof}y of John Veldthuis's excellent freeware Virus 
Checker. 

It [s the latest version, whicli recognises matiy 
new file viruses, Including the Saddam virus, and 
comes with a program called FkSdddam.

The Seiko sha is an Epson-comp>atible printer, so 
you should use the standard EpionX driver supplied 
witit Workfiench and on the Pen Pal extras disk. If 
you still have problems, check your printer's DIP 
switches to ensure they're set up correctly for 
graphics printing. Ifs hfghly unlikely that l^e fault 
lies here, but it's always worth checking them. 

The reason your Photon Paint pictures are look- 
trig a bit bedraggled is because Pen Pal Is designed 
to cope only with el^ht colour Imaiges. If, therefore, 
ytm want an accurate representation of your graph- 
ki, you'll have to restrict yourself H> the smaller 
p«lette.

Imported drives 

I am considering buying a CVP series II 52Mb hard 
drive for my ASQO, and have seen advertisements in an 
Am«rkan magaiZine whtere they sell this hard drive for 
approximately J600. At the current rate of exchange, 
this works out at £34^1. 

In the UK, the sams product is advertised for 
approximately £500. Many other products are also 
cheaper in the US. I appreciate the risks invo^ed, espe- 
cially if the goods are faulty, but if purchased on a 
credit card, are there any savings to be made? 

How do you overcome the power supply differ- 
ences, and how much would shipping and import 
duties cost? Are there any other potentiaf pitfalk?

The CVP power supplies which come with Impact 
Series II drives work both In the US and the UK 
without the need for an adaptor. The question of 
postage and import duties is another thing entirely. 

Check with the retailer and find out how much 
more they charge for overseas delivery. You might 
find they will charge little or no more, but you may 
find yourself landed with a hefty courier hill. As for 
Import duties, Tm not genned up or such matters 
and can't really say how much ll'd cost. Mowevw, 
we regiulariy receive packages from the US, some of 
which require duties of £^0 or more to release 
them from the dutches of the Enelse man. Your 
best bet would be to phone Customs and Excise. 

The only other probllem I can s«e arising Is If the 
drive develops a fault or is damaged in transit. Tf^ 
process of having It replaced by the retailler would 
undoubtedly be much more probnged than If the 
drive was bought in the UK.

NComm does have quite a powerful script lan- 
guage, but because it doesn't support ARckk, it 
cannot readily control external programs. It is 
quite powerful enough to write a small BBS sys- 
tem, and one is supplied in script lomn with the 
distribiition archive. 

The latest version of NComm {v^ 32] isn't avafl- 
able outside the BBS fircuit. However, tf>e very ser- 
viceable NComm 1 3 is on Fish Disk 356. The Jater 
version adds better file requesters 9nd fuller sup- 
port for XPR pratocols (including KennitJ piluj the 
ability to change the program's task priority for 
enhanced performance, 

I use NComm \ .92 daily, and I keep hearing 
tales of woe about how it doesn't work on other 
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people's systems. For once, my ageing and iiirr*- 
times incorrigible A500 works perfectly with a 
piece of "difficult" software, it gets my vote as \he 
best Amiga comms program around,

Ifter last month's took ii how you c&n use 
DPaint within your video productions, I 
thought I'd continLe on the theme with a 
look jil i few more paci,flg«s that could make your 
video prodLttions look a lot mofe prolessksnal. 

Rather ttian waffle on endlessly about the more 
obvious programs - presentation systems and 
video titkfi, for example - 1 thought I'd restrict the 
coverage, for the meantirrte, to some ot the mort 
unusual pro^a:ms. 

Believe it or not, niany of the packages that you 
may use for such things as DTP and solid mod- 
elling work can be used for genuinely useful video 
work, You may not think that DTP is Jomethir»g 
that translates 10 video particularly well, but you'd 
be surprised. Alt that '\i needed is a little bft of 
imagination and an unberstanding of the technol- 
ogy available to you, 

One package thai I use s great deal Is Soft 
Logic's excellent PageStreajn 2.1 , Why? WeH, now 
that Page Stream supports CampLgraphic fonts, 
it's idedl for producing titles. 

OK, several video tiller manulacturers are now 
starting to use Compugraphic fonts too, but 
PageStream offers diitinct advantages.. For startera, 
PageStream'i ability to scale fonti s.lmFriy by drag- 
ging them in or out to tJhe required size is a real 
boon. If you've ever tried producing video titles 
using comentiOTHil bitmap fonts, you'll soon start 
to appredate just how useful ^is feature is. 

Unlike bitmapped fonts, Compugraphic fonts 
are scalable, so you can stretch and compress 
them to just about any size without any degrada- 
tion in quality. Even at very small point sizes, 
Compugraphic fonts still look a lot better than 
their brtmapped cousins. 

Obviously the resolution that you ane woriung 
in will degrade the title a little, but Compugraphic 
fonts still manage to look good, even irt low res.

Another veiy nice feature of PageSlream is its box 
rotation feature, ProPage rww has this too, btjt 
PageStrcam's box rotation is far nwre powerful. 
It's rvot iust restrkJed to straight box rotation - like 
ProPage - instead^ you can slant and twist fonts, 
which not only fielpjs to add a bit d variety, but 
can also make your tikies look more professional. 

Right, so we've discussed how to manipulate alt 
those lovely Compugraphic fonts, all that now 
remains ts to tum them into something tfiat can 
be used within a video titling, paint or presenta- 
tion system. For this, I use a very powerful littie 
screen grabbing utility called PlcSaver. 

St's a PO program, so there's no excuse whatso- 
ever for not burying yourself a copy of it today. Pic 
Saver is on TBAG disk 56 which is available frwr^ 
AmigaNuts United on 0703 ?a568D. 

PicSaver isn't just a screen grabber though. 
What makes it so special is its ability to grab any 
rectariigular. section of any screen. Simply by hold* 
ing down ttiree hot keys^ you can drag out a bo* 
around a particular section of the screen. When 
you release the mouse button, Piciaver saves the 
graphic block to disk as an IFF file. If you are using 



Amiga Toasters for Mac 



Amiga owners can no tonger look on smugly at 
otfier professiorial computer users with the news 
that Kansas-based NewTek have developed a 
Video Toaster system for the Macintosh. 

The Mac Video Toaster comprises of a black 
box which connects to the Mac via a smart serial 
Interface. Contained within is a\l the usual Video 
Toaster hardware, plus an extra hit of circuitry 
that Mac owners r^ay be rather reluctant to admit 
to - that is, it contains an Anrnga. 

Instead of developing a brand new Video 
Toaster lor the Mac - which is something that 
pfobably wwjidn't eveii' be passible without con- 
siderably mofe circuitry - Newtek have decided 
instead to devefop a stand-alone Video Toaster 
that contains much of the Amiga's custom hard- 
ware. 

The fairly hefty box is basically an Amiga 
B2000 without a keyboanJ, although the software 
side of the Video Toaster is controUed alrrKist 
entirely b>' tfie Macintosh. In reality though, the 
Mac is treated as nothing mone than a dumb tef- 
mirval, with all the hard work handled by the 



Ajniga itsetf, so we Amiga ownefs c^ stiH retain a 
certain amount of smugness. 

Also on the Video Toaster front NewTek hai* 
released version 2 of the Video Toaster, Uttte ww 
known about this new release at the tinw of 
going to press, although sources close to the 
company revealed that the new Video Toaster 
offer! double the resolution ol the originri ToSMr 
plui much improved software. The new soltMn 
offers, many more video effects, fihis a lot more 
besides. 

There's sUH no news ol the PAL Video Toaster 
which Is definitely ^tiing iiheiid NewTek m: tak- 
ing in t^fms of about a year, idthough 1 Mouk^t 
be sufprised if it tcwlc considenbiy tonger. 

The CUnWTt Vkteo Toaster is bed vsy closely to 
the ptcuHarities ol the HTSC vfldeo system, work- 
ing around Joop holes to produce itj effects. 
Producing a PAl version would also certainly 
require a totil r^hini;, so don't hold your breath 
for thii one. 

Rest assured though, f'll t3e bringing you a hil 
review ai soon as a PAL Video Toaster appears.

PageStream isn't the only package that can be 
used far video hwork. Another very fine DTP pro- 
gram that I use ei^tensively is Gold Disk's 
MlBSional Draw 2,0. 

Prol^aw handles all its graphics In structured 
farm^ tfwvfore they can be twisted aftd stretched 
iMthout any ioss of image quality. Fonts are partic- 
ularty well handled in ProDraw, although I must 
ai^Tiit that tfie results don't always look as good as 
they do within PageStream, 

Tfwse of you with unexpanded Amigas may 
find the going a tiit tough when you start playing 
around with large sections of graphic like those 
used withifi the screen shown. If yOu can afford it, 
rt realty is worth 't to buy a ram ^pansion of at 
least 2Mtb, 

Even better, get your machine converted - in 
the case of the A500 - to wort with the new ECS 
Agnus. This new chip, which is now installed inside 
all new Amigas, allows you to use up to a 
megabyte of chip ram, which can lie very useful 
indeed for this kind of worl*. 

Anyway, that's enougih for now. I'll leavt it to 
you to li^nd even mone way^ of using packages likie 
PageStream. If you do come up with a particularly 
good idea, why not write in and let me know?

Keeping scores and other info in a fast-moving 
game requires some fast code, 
Margaret Stanger has the answers 



Thii month's Machine Code is -all about 
the display on h Koreboard arid there is s 
fully worl^ing program on the CoverDisk 
that demonstratB these tectiniques. 

Titere are several ways to put the empty score- 
board on the screen. II the sconeboafd ii fairly sinv 
pl«, it coukj be generated by drawing into the 
rastfiorL This Saks up no extra space on itie disic 
prin the pragfam, 

The disadvantage is that drawing lines and 
colouring in rectangtes can be rather time con- 
5Ju>niing, even for an Amiga, 

The scorebaard could be generated by an art. 
program like [^eluKsPaint, stored on disl^ and read 
in whenever the scoreboard is to be deared. The 
design can be more elaborate, perhaps even a 
pcksh scoreboard cksigrted by an artist, 

If the program has enough free memon^, the 
scoreboard picture can be read into a bitmap in 
memQry, stofed there djring the pnagram nin, and 
copied to the screen when needed. Usually I prefer 
this meEhod twit there is oo hard and fast nuJe.

For text and numbers that vary durir>g the game, 
the graphics library text routines can be used, i 
find thij process nther too slow lor a fait moving 
game that needs its scores updating quite often. 
Instead \ keep a copy of my system or designer 
font in picture form in memory. 

The denioostratton program reads in a DPaintll 
320 X 256 4 C-itpfane picture called fontpic. This 
contains both the blank scoreboard and the font. 

I use the Bit^ittvlap command to copy the text 
from memofy to the screen. The letters are not 
copied very otten, so I have used a routine tfiat 
puts a nfiask of ttie ietler on tfie bacliground Tirst, 
then the letter in tfie chosen colour. This coold 




easily be adapted for multicoloored letters. The 
fiqutine to display the numbers is siightiy difleitnt 
As tfie rtum't)^^ are updated fairly often, I fceep i 
copy o! the number and its backgound, so that It 
can tie copied lo the screen in one oper^tiofi.

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Does the release of SunRize's Audition 4 mean the 
end for AudioMaster? |ason Holborn finds out 



For yiiars now, Aegii/Oxju's AudioMaster 
sample editar his ruled the sampling 
vtavei. Wfth its ultra-friendly user ifvtef- 
face and pow/e^ul editing opticmi, AudtoMaitef 
lias lemained the sampling fanatic's favourite- 

D«pite the fact that A&gis have only r«;:ently 
started bjndiJog the program with a sampier, vir- 
tually aii serious iampier Uiers chooie 
AudioManter over the iampte editors bundled 
with their lampling hardware. 

I rewntly received a review sample of 5unRize 
lndustri«' Audition 4, Billed as the program that 
"carries on where AudioMaster i left off, 
SunRize are certain^ maklTig brave daims. Does 
it live up to them? 

Sound choice 

Sunftize have optimized Audition 4 to work with 
their own Perfect Sourtd I iampier, although it 
also Supports a number of other samplerSi Includ- 
ing Perfect Sound 1 and 2, Sound Master and a 
generai purpose Generic optiori. If you own a 
sampler that isn't directly su-ppprted, th«n it's 
worth trying both the SoundMajter and Generic 
settings to see which works best with your kit 

One surprising omiisision Is the lack of support 
for high speed sampler like fiamScan's excellent 
Audio Engineer, These will work perfectly well 
with the Sound Master setting, but they won't be 
used to their full tapa£ity. 

Once you've told Audition 4 wfiith sampler 
you are using, you're ready to get down to some 
s«f>ouf sampling. 

Play away 

lipon loading, you'll notite that tiie Audition 4 
screen is split into two distinct areas. At the top 
of the screen ii the usual display which plots your 
sample in graphical format adow thii ii a selec- 
tion o1 gadgets which allow you to carrj out all 
the basic functions including Play Waveform, 
which plays the entirt sample held in memDiyj 
Play Display, which only plays the area of sampte 
currently being displayed; and Ptay Range, which 
plays a marked range. There are also gadgets 
which allows you to zoom in and out of the sam- 
ple and turn loopir>g on and off. 

Audition 4's Zoom function is particularly 
impressive, Most sample editors - including 
AudioMaster 5 - require you to mari out a range 
which the software instantly jumps to when you 
click loom. 

Hovffivr, the zoom fynclion is considerably 
more scphisticated than this. Instead of jymping 
straight to the madted range, Auditron 4 jooms 
in on it, increasing the amount of magnification 
until the desired range is fully diiplayed. It's a lit- 
tle tike using a zoom lens on t camera. All the 



rest of the Audition 4 functions must be selected 
from the pull-down menus, with extra gadgets 
appearing at the bottom of the screen wherever 
a function is selected. The first function that you 
will want to play with is the sampler sectian, » 
we'll take a look at thatfirsL 

Sample city 

Audition 4 fully supports both mono and itereo 
lampling when used with a compatible samptef. 
Those like Sound Trap 3 Of MasterSound won't 
allow for stereo sampling, so you'll need sonw- 
ttiing like TedinoSound, AMAS or SoundMasler 
to grab stereo sound. 

The sampler section Is split into a number □( 
gadgets, wtikh allow you to alter the sample rate, 
monitor the incoming sound source and finally 
grab a sample- 
Surprisingly, you can't dynamically control frie 
size of the sam^ple, instead^ Audition 4 tries to 
allocate a much contiguous memory as possibte. 
When you set the sample rate, it then tells you 
how long Che sample will be in secoitds, A SUk 
Amiga will grab five seconds viforth when sam- 
pling at ttie majdmum rate. 

Depending on which sampier you are using, 
you can grab at up to 55 KHz. However, these 
really aren't a great deal ol use, as the vast major- 
ity of sample-compatible music packages om't 
handle samples at this kind of rate.

Conclusion 

B^eaust AudHon 4 is such a complex program It 
«*oild be jtngiit impossible to cover every aspect 

ti the prognrrt within this single piqe. Suffice it 
» tay that wtually evefything that can be done 
w«(hin AudioMaiter 1 can also be done within 
AwAtion 4. This includes sequenced loops, wavi- 
foiTn turang and much more besides. 

It is without doubt one of the most compre- 
hei!we sample editors available for the Amiga, 
t'm not quite sure whether I'd stop using 
AudoMoster 3 altogether in favour of Audition 4, 
but I'd most centainly have Audition 4 at hand 
¥*t»ne«f I wanted to apply certain effects to a 
sompde. 

There's no escaping the fact that Audition 4 is 
a very capable system indeed. For the price, it 
represents extremely good value for money. So if 
yog are after a sample editor, check out Audition 
4 first, You vvon't be disappointed.

We all knaw that people see colours differ- 
ently. There's not much we can do about this, 
but jis certain colksurs are univeruilly regarded as 
disgusting and Olivers as lovely-lovely, we can 
assume that there's some consensus. 

Trouble arises wfien wf try to define a cdaur 
precisely, in tenms more mathematical than the 
Autumnal Beige and Sunset Orange beloved of 
paint manufactorerj, And, of course, defining 
colours precisely is just what we have to do when 
we pyt them an a DTP page, 

There are two ■common methods of colour 
definition, sometlfines called coburspaceij some 
times called colour systems, In fact, a trje 
colourspace such as X¥Z is a rather nntone abstnuse 
thing, of concern at the moment orily to the 
optical physicists, but why maJte an i-ssoe Impene* 
trable when it's already complicated? 

Two choices 

These two methods are CWf {Cyan, Magenta, 
YeHlow), and the more familiar RGB (Red, Creen, 
Bige) - familiar because it's the colour system 
used in TVi and all computer monitors. 

The RGB system is called "addiitive colour* - 
that is, combine red green and blue snd you get 
wtilte. CMY is called "sublractive colour^ - take 
all three elements away and you get white, add 
them together and you get black.

be specified as lOQM lOOY. A rather queasy 
green might be achieved by cOrnbiriing yeliOw 
and cyan in the the proportions 40C 60¥'. 

In tact printing presses, aiong with colour 
lasers and Inkjet printers, use a fourth blach ink 
rather than combining CMY to produce black, 
hence the moniker CMYK (Cyan, Magenta, 
Yellow, and blacK, or Key depertdir>g on whom 
you listen to). 

[designers sometimes add a bit of another 
colour to the Wack to produce a richer effect, but 
the separate black makes economic sense, other- 
wise black-and-white jobs would, effectively, be 
three-coiocir jobs. 

Nearly all colours can be reproduced using the 
CMY system, but special effects, such as glittering 
gold, require special inks calEed Pantones, manu-

vt fww 1,012 Pantones as/ailaWe - tlie number 
has, recently been increased - and the company 
Hfjpiies designers with a book of samples, show- 
ing wfiat «ich Pantone looks like on both coated 
artd UTKoated paper. 

Only simulated 

The ciesigner then specifies the required Pantone, 
and the paper go€s through a fifth stage on top 
of CMYK, in which this Pantone ink is applied. An 
increasJr>g number of DTP applicatJons allow the 
us*r to specify Pantones, but because special inki 
are fequired they can't be printed on computer 
printers, only simulated, and then ^ome-times 
pretty badly. Moreover, the weird and wonderful 
attributes of Pantones mean their screen display 
ij hr removed from the reality. 

Even with simple CMV printing, problems arise 
in the software conversio-fii between the RGB and 
CMY models - in the limitations of monitors, 
whiiCh can rardy produce the sanie fine grada- 
tions of colour as ttie CMY process, and the dif- 
ferent reflective qualities of screens and paper, fis 
Nicc»la found oirt with those socks, colour is, at 
best a subjective thing.

Hutchinsons Encyclopedia 

The Hutjchinsons Encyclopedia is, unfortunately, 
pretty poor despite the fact that it no doubt 
holds a iot of entremely interesting infomatiofl, 
with over 20,000 entries on subjetts ranging 
from Aldto to Zygote. 

flrowsing for entries is particularly awkward, 
involving selecting each letter in turn from an A 
60 Z list at the bottom of the screen, much like 
the method for entering high scores for games.

Most software developers are waiting for a 
standard to develop. OeluKe Paiint IV from 
Electronic Arts, for example, does not support 
any 24-bit graphics board. 

Within a year a standard for 24-bit will have 
developed.
